privilege to see this work as it is being 
aevelopod in the studio of 
Andreoni 
here in Knme, writes a correspondent of 
the New York Advertiser. 


FRONT VIEW OP STATUE AND PEDESTAL. 


The shops into which we were shown 
by a courteous attendant were busy and 
extremely interesting places, where work 
could be seen in every stage of progress, 
from the rough block of marble to the 
finished statue. 
Above all else towered 
the colossal figure of Columbus, twenty 
feet high, surrounded by a large plat- 
form, where the men, with hammer and 
chisel, were busily at work. 
A small 
window in the roof overhead admitted 
the daylight,.and a powerful lamp hung 
from the rafters, ready for use when 
necessary as did a curtain or screen of 
rough burlaps, which inadvertantly fell 
in artistic lines, as if it, too, was in ac- 
cord with the spirit of the place. 


The bold navigator wears the dress of 
the period, the richly embroidered dou- 
blet or waistcoat thrown back, revealing 
a kilt that falls in easy folds from a 
bodice drawn tightly over the 
broad 
chest beneath. 
Not only the attitude 
of the figure, but the expression of the 
face, is commanding, and as you look 
upon the clearly cut features you seem 
to feel instinctly the presence of the 
man of genius and power, which the ar- 
tist has forcibly portrayed. 


Close at hand stood the plaster cast 
which was used as a working model for 
the reproduction, covered with the regu- 
lar, tiny marks necessary 
in 
making 
meamremeuts. 
The copyicg from the 
model, whether the reproduction 
shall 
be of a corresponding size or is to be en- 
larged or reduced, is all done by exact 
mathematical calculations. 


AT WORK ON COLUMBUS. 


As we followed our guide about the 
shops we soon discovered that the real 
manual labor was chiefly given over to 
the skilled workman. 
These employes 
not un frequently spend a lifetime in one 
studio, and become by their faithfulaew 
and dexterity almost indispensable to 


the artist, for his part of tho work il 
practically done when the clay model U 
finished. 


All the finer grades of work and th« 
larger pieces of statuary must of nerea. 
sity be made from the Carrara marble, 
as tho softer and mere easily worked 
qualities nro found in very thin strata 
but a few feet thick and suitable only 
for small pieces which may bo quickly 
and cheaply done* 


In another part of tho 
building wa 
found a sccond group of men gathered 
about tho figure of Genius, which will 
bo placed on tho front of tho pedestal. 
It is a little over seventeen feet high and 
is represented as a winiyed angel bending 
over tho 
globe, which it is 
intontlj 
studying while held boneath the open 
hand. 


On the sides of tho base, between the 
massive posts which form 
the corners 
will be 
found 
tho inscriptions, 
and, 
though they may not read the same, 
iheir import will be very similar to tha 
old couplet which we used to sing in the 
school days of long ago, saying that— 


In fourtoon hundred and ninety-two 
Columbus sailed the ocean blue. 


On tho front and back of the base the 
corresponding spaecs will be filled with 
two magniticent allegorical pictures in 
base-reliet 
representing 
the departure 
from Spain and the landing in Amcrica 
by Columbus, 
Tho latter one is particu- 
larly impressive, and the story is most 
graphically told by the stronjily drawn 
group, of which he is the principal figure, 
standing in an attitude of prayer up- 
on the soil of the New World he h.-u 
just discovered. 
To the left are his sail, 
ors drawing the keel of a boat upon the 
sand, and on tho right tho Indians peop 
cautiously out from a thicket of maize at 
the strange creatures whom they mistake 
for the messengers of the Great Spirit. 


The beautiful shaft is of great hcii;ht^ 
the severity of outline being broken by 
alternating lines of figures in relief of the 
prow or rostra of a ship, and medallions 
composed of an anchor and a coil of 
rope. 


When completed tho monument will 
be 121 feet high, including the four great 
blocks or steps which form tho founda- 
tion, and, aside from the historical inter- 
est it may have as a work of art alone, 
its possession might well be envied by 
any city or nation. 


This great work was designed by Pro- 
fessor Gaetano Uusso, who was born in 
Catania, Sicily, 
fifty-seven 
years ago. 
Craving opportunities for study and im- 
provement, he made his way to Rome 
when a mere lad but ten years old. 
In 
this great art centre his genius developed 
early, and his later years have been filled 
with success. 


We found him pleasant and courteous, 
though he is said by friends who know 
him well to have a variable and exceed- 
ingly nervous temperament, a character- 
istic which often accompanies the gift of 
genius. 
It was also whispered that he 
entertains an almost morbid aversion to 
personal notoriety. 
Be that as it may, 
this late grand conception of his cannot 
fail to bring him new laurels at home, 
and win a greater fame for his distin- 
guished name across the seas.

his dignity to exchange a neighborly 
salutation with the Goddess of Liberty 
across the bay, or indulge in a bit of 
flirtation some lovely summer night as ho 
stands revealed in the light of the grt-it 
torch which sho holds aloft, 
Nor couid 
anything be more appropriate than that 
be should be first to welcome his coun 
trymen 
landing upon 
the 
shores of 
America.

More deaths were recorded 
at the 
Health Office in Philadelphia Monday 
than have ever been recorded 
during 
one day since the office was established 
in 1818. 
The number was 233, and 
the 
deaths" recorded 
Irom 
Saturday 
noon until Monday afiernoon at 3 o'- 
clock reached the immense total of 380. 
These two records are very much larger 
than any for the corresponding periods 
during the seventy-five years* history 
of the oflice. 
The figures are the re- 
sults of the intense heat and humidity 
of last week. 
Of the 
233 deaths of 
Monday nearly one-third were super- 
induced by the heat, 75 or 100 chil- 
dren and similar diseases with which 
their debilitated systems were not able 
to cope. 
The number of deaths re- 
»corded last week in the Health Office 
•up to its closing Saturday was 786. 
The number of deaths for the week pre- 
'Ceeding was 240 less while the 786 is 
an increase of 359 over the correspond- 
ing week of last year. 
Of the deaths 
323 were adults and 463 were children, 
.338 of the latter being less than i year 
of age.

famih'ar to our childish memories by a 
couplet from Bishop Berbers famous 
hymn: 


*'What thoiTçh tho sp'cv brepzss 
Blow soft; o'er Ceylon's'Isle!" 


The magnificent harbor of Trincoma- 
lee, on the east coast of Ceylon, is con- 
sidered one of the safest and finest har- 
bors in the world, but it is too far from 
the centre of commerce for active ser- 
vice. 
It is the most important British 
naval station in the Indian seas, and for 


that reason the ad- 
miralty has built a 
dock yard there. Mer- 
chantmen and men-of- 
war are always in port, 
going 
or c o m i n g , 
while funny 
native 
canoes and boats with 
their quaint outriggers 
ply 
between 
them 
selling their wares to 
"steamer fools," as 
they 
call 
travelers, 
a d d i n g , 
however, 
choice expletives of 
their o>yn. 
These lit- 
tle boats are run by 
an 
arrangement 
of 
paddles 
which 
is 
worked by man power. 
They carry fruits, veg- 
etables, fish and arti- 
cles of daily 
com- 
merce, as well as a 
collection of 
curios 
;cHjTTY MAN. 
"vvith which thc burgh- 
ers and Moormen are always well sup- 
plied. 
These natives of Ceylon make a 
fine distinction in drawing the caste lines, 
the full-blooded Cingalese being far su- 
perior in position 
to his 
half-caste 
brother, while the lower caste, such as 
the cinnamon peelers and the Challias, 
are so despised that no one belonging to 
a higher caste will associate with them, 
or even partake of food which a Chal- 
lia has prepared. 


The Chitty man is so called because of 
his caste, which is derived from his be- 
lief in the doctrines of the 
Boman 
Catholic Church. 
His dress is one of 
the peculiar features of the island. 
In 
addition to the native garment of white 
cotton, called the comboy, hei wears an 
open jacket under which there is no 
other garment, and a remarkable hat of 
black velvet which is high and projects 
like a woman's, and immense circular ear- 
rings rest upon his shoulders. 
These 
rings are studded with fine jewels. 
The 
Chinese umbrella is earned in his hand 
for effect and his feet are bare. 


Ceylon's extreme length is 271 miles, 
its width 137 miles, and its area, in- 
cluding all attached islands, is about 3G,- 
000 square miles. 
A high point of rock 
rises 7352 feet above the sea level, and 
is known as Adam's Peak. 
It is the 
ghrine of Buddha to the Brahmins. 
On 
the mountain is set a shrine, which is 
visited by pilgrims in constant succes- 
sion. 
A monastery built on the side of 
the mountain is richly endowed and 
maintains the shrine on the peak. There 
the faithful climb to pray for a happy 
transmigration of their souls. 


Colombo, the principal town and seat 
of government, was named by ths Portu- 
guese in 1518 after their 
celebrated 
navigator. 
Previous to that it had been 
OS ittr back as 
by 
KIUQ 


extent. 
Finally in 1832 Lord Goderich, 
an English ambassador, formulated a 
policy by which this obnoxious monop- 
oly was abandoned and the cultivation 
of the shrub permitted to become gen- 
eral. 
Private enterprise has greatly im- 
proved the trade since that period. 


Coffee began to be cultivated in 1820 
and both coffee and tea are now grown 
on tha island and form staple articles of 
commerce. 
The coffee plantations are 
noted for their beauty of appearance, be- 
ing a mass of silver flowers when in blos- 
som and of red berries when in fruit. 


The sugar cane is also quite extensively 
cultivated. 
The tobacco plant produces 
a quality of tobacco that is 
highly 
ap- 
preciated by the natives and is exported 
in largo quantities annually. 


The cocoanut tree also constitutes a 
large revenue to the island commerce. 
The value of the tree is something phe- 
nomenal. 
The green fruit yields the 
milk of the cocoanut, a fragrant drink, 
and also a pulpy compound which is 
eaten greedily by the natives. 
The ripe 
fruit is sold whole. 
It is also used in 
the manufacture of an oil from which 
soap is made. 
The outer husk is used 
for material named coir, from which 
mattresses are made, also cordage and 
matting. 


The ebony tree, a natural curiosity of 
the island, with its black foliage and 
white bark, is in constant demand, as it 
furnishes a fine wood for carving or de- 
corative work. 


The ivory trade and pearl fisheries are 
still sources of large yearly 
emolument 
to those engaged in the commerce. 


There are precious stones found in 
Ceylon, such as amethysts, rubies, cat's- 
eyes—the last the finest in the w o r l d - 
emeralds and sapphires. 
The Moormen, 
who are the sellers of trinkets to trav- 
elers, are familiar with all the tricks of 
trade and will not hesitate to use frag- 
ments of green glass bottles as emeralds, 
which they impose on unwary 
steamer 
visitors. 


THE RATRAMAnATMEER. 


Thero is an amusing distinction made 
between the old European residents and 


not fear cholera. 
Ho will learn in time 
all the peculiarities of 
the Indian ch- 
matc, but by the time ho has fairly ac- 
quired the knowledge he will be as yel- 
low as a duck's foot. 


The native religion of Ceylon is Bud- 
dhism, but that of a liberal orthodox kind 
which attaches Christianity to it as a 
sort of theological lean-to. 


Kandy, the second town of 
import- 
ance on the islnad, is seventy-two miles 
distant from Colombo, and was once the 
capital town. The people are more mod- 
ern there and the black paper umbrella is 
superceded by a talapat palm leaf, car- 
ried to ward off the burning sun. 
The 
Buddhist priests in their yellow robes 
and shaven heads, have a more imposing 
presence. 
This has been the abode of 
kings and the flavor of royalty still lin- 
gers about it. 
Kandy is likewise a gar- 
rison town with fort, citadel and queen's 
house. 


Among curious types in Ceylon, thero 
was an individual known as the retrama- 
hatmeer,who was orce a power in Kandy 
as deputy to the dissaves, or command- 
ers of the king's troops. 
When one of 
these much uniformed personages went 
out on his travels through the provinces 
he was preceded by a lesser official who 
carried a long whip made from the fibers 
of the talapat palm. 
This whip was 
constantly flicked to let the people know 
who was approaching and also to threaten 
punishment. 
It was in some measure an 
instrument of justice and kept the Kandy- 
ans in a state of wholesome subjection. 


The virgin lilies of Ceylon are consid- 
ered by travelers as beautiful beyond 
description. 
They are tall and white, 
with a delicate flush of pink. They grow 
profusely on the shores of Trincomalee, 
among the goat's foot convolvulus which 
forms a luxuriant carpet for them. 


On the southern coast of Ceylon the 
scourge of leprosy exists. 
There is an 
asylum for incurables at Hendala. 
A 
statue is here erected to the '»leper 
king" Kushta Hajah, a Cingalese king 
of the twelfth century. 
Tradition as- 
sures us that it was he who introduced 
the cocoa palm and was cured of leprosy 
by eating of its fruit. 
If so, the *'tree 
of blessing" has lost its potency as a 
leper cure. 


Ceylon has a population of 3,000,000,

BOOTS FOU YOUNG HORSKS. 


Boota should be used in driving and 
breaking young horses, oven 
though 
they arc open-gaited and do not strike. 
Colts are looking everywhere but where 
they step, and sometimes get their feet 
mixed. 
In such a case they may hit a 
cord or tendon, which is apt to disaable 
them for weeks or months, and some- 
times for life. 
Charles Marvin, who for- 
merly trained the Palo Alto colts for 
Senator Stanford of California, always 
booted the youngsters thoroughly when 
they took their work. 
Boots are not to 
keep a horse from interfering, but to 
protect him when he strikes himself. 
—American Agriculturist. 


CHOICE UOSES, 


Tea roses are always pretty, and their 
delicacy in coloring, shape, and fra- 
grance does not seem to extend to their 
growth, for they give almost always 
good results. 
The Bonsilene is one of 
the most most popular of all roses, its 
buds being particularly beautilul. 
The 
La France, another favoiite, is often 
classed 
among the tea rosea. 
It has 
pink petals shaded oil to a very light, 
and sometimes white, color at the edge. 
Not only are its close buds beautiful, 
but the flower in full bloom is one of the 
prettiest of the pink roses. 
The Som- 
breuil is creamy white, often tinged with 
pink, and is a frequent bloomer. 
The 
Duchesse de Brabant is a delicate saelK 
pink rose,—American Parmer, 


THE POTATO ROT. 


The potato rot fungus attacks both the 
foliage and the tuber of the plants, caus- 
ing in the one case what is called blight 
of the vines and in the other what is best 
known as potato rot. 
The first appear- 
ance on the leaves is seen in yellow spots 
and a powdery substance on their sur- 
face, 
These spots soon turn brown, and 
finally the whole plant becomes infected 
and dies. 


If the leaf spines come in contact with 
the tubers, or if the fungus reaches them 
through the stems, rotting of the tubers 
ensues, provided there is a continuance 
of warm, moist weather, which seems to 
be a condition attending the prevalence 
of the disease. 
In seasons when the at- 
mosphere is cool the tops are not at- 
tacked, and if the soil remains cool the 
tubers will often escape when the tops 
are destroyed. 


Unfavorable climatic conditions 
of 
course cannot be prevented,but it should 
be remembered that a loose, light soil 
does not promote the decay like one 
in which water is held and the air enters 
with difiiculty. 
Deeply planted potatoes 
may escape, while tubers lightly covered 
may more readily contract the disease 
from the vines. As a rule potatoes should 
be dug as soon as the vines show that 
they have been struck by the rot. 


As an applied preventive, some oi the 
experiment stations have reported favor- 
ably on spraying the vines three or four 
times with the Bordeaux mixture. 
Used 
at half strength and with Paris green,be- 
ginning with the appearance of the po- 
tato bug, it may be made to serve two 
purposes. . Early planting and early har- 
vesting are also in the line of 
safety 
against 
the potato rot. —New 
York 
World. 


GEESK VOSi X'ROPIT. 


The two kinds of geese most largely 
kept where there is an eye to the profits 
are the Embdon and Toulouse. 
The 
plumage of the Embden is pure white, 
and many persons claim it is the more 
profitable variety to keep, because the 
leathers bring a better price than those 
of the Toulouse or gray goose. 
Others 
prefer the Toulouse, because it will at- 
tain a heavier weight than the Embden 
und seems to be a handsomer and better 
formed bird. 
An additional advantage 
is that where the grass run is good the 
Toulouse can be kept with a water 
trough only, 
while Embdens do not 
thrive as well as with a pond. 
Good 
pasturage is necessary, for geese are big 
eaters. 
With this and a good 
pond, 
keeping geese ought to pay without 
much trouble- 


As many as four geese may be allowed 
to one gander, but three is abetter num- 
ber. 
Toulouse geese will 
lay about 
thirteen eggs. 
"While sitting all that is 
necessary is to leave them free to go out 
of their house to get food and 
water. 
A goose sits about thirty ^ days. 
The 
young ones can be left in the nest 
twenty-four hours without feeding; then 
they should be taken out and ied on 
plenty of green grass and given 
water, 
with a little oatmeal in it. 


The hot, dry weather of 
midsummer 
is hard an young geese, because it dries 
up the grass and water. 
A few oats to 
them every day will help keep 
them 
thriving during this time. 
The young 
goslings require to be kept warm and 
dry, and should not be allowed to swim 
for at least a fortnight. 
The 
goose 
•should not be cooped up for that length 
of time, or she may rush the goslings 
around too much.—Connecticut Farmer, 


DIARRHŒA IN OALVBS, 


Uimj inquiries come ftsking bow to 


cure diarrhoea in young calves. 
Too of- 
ten this effect is produced by neglect to 
scald the milk pail in which the calves 
are fed. 
In early calf life, though the 
calf has four compartment-stomachs, yet 
the fourth, or true stomach, has nearly 
all the digestive function to perform. 
The digestive apparatus of young ani- 
mals is highly organized with nerves and 
blood vessels, and is, in consequence 
easily deranged. 
Moreover, the stomach 
and bowels sympathize with the skin, 
Over feeding, fast feeding, sour and do* 
composing milk, left from last feeding 
in the pail, sudden chill from exposure 
from rain, wind and wet ground, all may 
induce diarrhoea in young calves. 
Even 
Jersey calves sulTer from too much and 
too rich milk. 
It is best to give calves 
their 
mother's 
milk. 
Any sudden 
change may produce baneful results. 
All newly-born calves should be suckled 
by the mother for two or three days, as 
the first milk contains the natural physic 
designed for the removal of the mecon- 
ium, or black sticky accumulations in 
the bowels of newly-born calves. 
If not 
cHlis removed, it excites irritation of the 
delicate mucous membrane of the bowels, 
Weak calves, and calves of delicate and 
feeble mothers, or those having diar- 
rhoea or consumption, are most subject 
to diarrhoDa. 
If the calf's breath smells 
sour the stomach 
secretes too much 
acid. 
Half 
a 
teaspoonful 
ol 
bicarbonate 
of 
soda 
will 
correct 
the state of the organ when given in the 
milk at feeding, 
A tablespoonful of in- 
fusion of gentian is a grateful tonic to 
the calves stomach. 
The infusion is 
made by boiling half an ounce of bruised 
gentian root in a pint of water for fifteen 
minutes. 
Keep the calf loose, in a dry, 
sunny stall nurse the young thing, and 
when necessary give calcined magnesia, 
one-halt ounce; powdered opium, one to 
two grains, powdered rhubarb, one dram 
once or twice. 
Boil the milk and feed 
slowly by putting clean stones in the 
feed pail. 
Lime water, a lump of linie 
put into a bottle filled with water, is 
easily made, for lime is only very spar- 
ingly dissolved in water. If the diarrhoea 
be troublesome, a tablespoonful of laud- 
anum in the milk will restrain it, 
A 
calf should be kept growing throughout 
its calfhood summer and winter. 
This 
brings a vigorous constitution to long 
life-service ot the cow for the dairy, for 
family or for breeding purposes. 
We 
must lay the foundation for usefulness in 
animals when young. 
Most of our best 
cows owe their excellence to care and 
judicious feeding from birth up to ma- 
turity, and the same care is equally bene- 
ficial through life. 
That is equally true 
of all of our useful domestic animals.— 
American Agriculturist.

FARM AND GARDEN NOTES. 


Feed the poultry early in thé morn- 
ing. 


One feed of corn daily is enough for 
the fowls now. 


Old geese usually lay and hatch earlier 
than young ones. 


Bread wet with skim milk is good feed 
for young poultry. 


A dry run is absolutely necessary for 
the health of turkeys. 


Butter floats better when cold water is 
mixed with the buttermilk. 


Air-slaked lime dusted over tho yards 
is a good preventive of gapes. 


Generous feeding will always pay. 
Any other sort is a loss both of food 
and labor. 


In warm weather, if the young poultry 
are fed soft feed, no more should be 
mixed than is eaten up clean. 


Milk should not be allowed to cabber 
before the cream is skimmed, as in this 
way a great deal of cream is lost. 


Persistent losing of health and flesh 
indicates that a cow is sullering from 
some ailment, and her milk should not be 
used. 


Bran, middlings, milk and clover must 
largely take the place of corn when feed- 
ing for lean pork instead of a carcass of 
pure fat. 


In growing cucumbers for pickles keep 
the soil moist, and pick each day all that 
are large enough. 
We have doubled our 
crop by irrigating. 


As an animal increases in age 
and 
weight it requires a larger maintenance 
ration. 
That is why we get the best 
profit by early maturity. 


It has been shown by recent experi- 
ments that fresh cream butter is more apt 
to taste of the food given cows than 
when tho cream is ripened.
